In a former article reference 
was made, incidentally, to treaty 
stipulations and promises made 
thereunder to the Indians. 


In the preamble of the Qu’- 
Appelle treaty it is definitely laid 
down “that it is the desire of Her 
Most Gracious Majesty the Queen 
that the Indian people may know 
and be assured of what allowance 
they are to count upon and re- 
ceive from Her Majesty's bounty 
and benevolence.” 


These ‘‘allowances’ are then 
enumerated ‘‘annually forever to 
be paid in cash, to each Chief 
twenty-five dollars, to each Head- 
man fifteen dollars and to every 
other man, woman and_ child 
five dollars.” 


Then follows a list of articles 
to be given ‘‘once for all’’ horses, 
spades, axes, seed wheat, oats, 
barley, potatoes, plows, harrows, 
oxen, bulls, cows, chests of tools 
and grindstones. 


Schools 


The next paragraph is one 
concerning which the Indians in 
subsequent conferences between 
themselves and the government 
officials manifested some indiffer- 
ence, “Her Majesty agrees to 
maintain a school on the reserve 
allotted to each band so soon as 
they settle on said reserve and 
are prepared for a teacher.” 


In some thirty words the whole 
subject of education of the In- 
dian was thus disposed of in the 
treaty negotiations. 


Generous Intentions 


Looking back over the ‘ past 
forty years and surveying what 
has been done in the matter of 
schools for the Indian it is diffi- 
cult to resist the impression that 
this paucity of detail was inten- 
tional on the part of the commis- 
sioner, for the reason that it 
would have been impossible at 
that time to convey to the mind 
of the red man any adequate con- 
ception of the government's gen- 
erous intentions concerning edu- 
cation. 


The clause itself contemplates, 
apparently, only a one-roomed 
school of modest pretensions, lo- 
cated so conveniently near to the 
homes of the people that the 
children in attendance would be 
in daily touch with home habits, 
customs and environments, 


That this was the construction 
placed upon the treaty by depart- 
ment officials in the earlier years 
was evident, the usual procedure 
being to erect a log building, in- 
differently furnished, where the 
children might meet a teacher for 
an hour or two each day, then 
walk back to their tepees with all 
their counteracting influences. 


This narrow view of the situa- 
tion was possibly the result of a 
reference to schools in the Lieu- 
tenant-Govergor’'s report in which 
he states that ‘'the establishment 
of schools is a very important fea- 
ture and is deserving of being 
pressed with the utmost energy. 
The erection of a school house on 
a reserve will be attended with 
slight expense and the Indians 
would often give their labor to- 
wards its construction.”’ 


Lavish Expenditure 


What a contrast to the pro- 
gram adopted later by the gov- 


ernment in the expenditure of mil- |’ 


lions of dollars on boarding and 
industrial schools for the better- 
ment of the red man’s children. 
In this regard, at least, the Cana- 


sisting the Indian in his changing 
conditions from being a hunter of 
the plains to becoming a tiller of 
the soil. In addition to his duties 


among the Indians, he frequently | 


found a field for usefulness amon 
the white people in the scattere 
settlements of the early days. 


The teacher was usually the 
appointee of one of the leading 
| churches—the result of an unwrit- 
ten ‘understanding’, more or less 
vague, between the church auth- 
orities and the government, under 
which each body was assigned 
certain not clearly defined 
“spheres of influence.” 


File Hills School 


ed Richardson was sent by the 
missionary society of the Presby- 
terian church to take charge of a 
school at File Hills. The winter 
of 1884-5 was the one preceding 
the outbreak of the Riel rebellion, 
and owing to a feeling of unrest 
among the bands the efforts to 
“carry on'’ were doomed to fail- 
ure. 


The agent, Colonel McDonald, 
on a visit to this reserve in De- 
cember, urged upon the parents 
the advantages and benefits their 
children would receive by school 
attendance, but his exhortation 
fell on all but deaf ears, their 
only reply being that the promise 
of a school being among the last 
things mentioned in their treaty, 
it would be in order to talk about 
schools after they would receive 
certain things alleged to have 
been promised first, such for in- 
stance, as buckboards and driving 
harness, Canadian , horses and 
frame houses. 


The teacher's duties during the 
fall and winter were, therefore, 
not onerous and_ his time was 
spent chiefly in the purusuit of 
hunting and trapping in a small 
way. In the spring it was intimat- 
ed to him by the department at 
Ottawa that unless he could show 
some results as a teacher his usual 
cheque would not be forthcom- 
ing. 


A Joker 


During his winter's stay he was 
the guest’ of the department staff 
on the reserve, among whom was 
a wag named Westover, who 
found much enjoyment in playing 
upon the credulity of the teacher, 
who, by the way, had a most ex- 
aggerated conception of his own 
abilities. 

The outbreak of the rebellion 
in March, 1885, gave Westover 
an opening to perpetrate a joke 


In the fall of 1884 a man nam- 


ee on Rickardeon, which in the end 


was not all a joke. 


Following the Duck Lake en- 
agement between the Mounted 
Police and the half breeds under 
Riel, all the available men and 
teams in the vicinity were pressed 
into the transport service for con- 
veying to the front the supplies

The Home Guard 


As the result of many homes 
being thus left unprotected, the 
Department of Militia authorized 
the organization of ‘Home 
Guards” throughout the west. 


“Don't you think Mr. Richard- 
son," said Westover one day, 
when the condition of the settlers 


jwas being discussed, ‘don’t you 


think you should do something 
for the people? In my opinion 
you are just the man to organize 
a company of Home Guards. 
Your education and talents have 
made the people feel that in you 
they have a leader and we would 
all be willing to drill under you 
as captain." 


“Yes,"’ replied Richardson, fal- 
ling for the flattering words, * 
believe you are right, Westover, 
“I'll think about it.” 


Next morning Richardson an- 
nounced his decision to go ahead 
with the project. 


The Petitions 


After some days spent in draft- 
ing a petition to General Middle- 
ton, recommending among other 
things the shipment of a stand of 
arms and the appointment of him- 
self as captain, he announced his 
intention to have the petition 
signed by all the settlers. 

In the meantime Westover call- 
ed on all who were likely to be

A Commission

An Ungranted Request

from Mr. Hayter Reed, at that 
time Indian Commissioner, that 
Richardson had askgd the Gov- 
ernment for a land grant in con- 
sidreation of his captaincy. Feeling 
a personal interest in the matter as 
one of the “‘petitioners’’ | com- 
municated with the Department of 
Militia, and*was informed in reply 
as might have been expected, that 
from departmental records it 
would appear that the organiza- 
tion of the File Hills Home Guards 
in 1885 had never been com- 
pleted.

Coming Re Referendum} Arrange Joint Drive 


Extracts From the Dominion 
Election Act of 1920 


Fvery perron (not an Indian and 
not disqualitfed by official position, 
crime, or otherwise) who is: 

1 Twenty-one years of age, and 

2 Is now a British subject by 
birth or personal naturalization (see 
note below). 

3 Has resided at least one year 
in Canada and two months in the 
Electoral District where he will seek 
to vote, preceding the issue of the 
Writ of Election. 

Note: (a) Any woman who is 
British born or who was born on 
the North American continent, and 
whose husband is now a British 
subject by birth or naturalizatfon, is 
entitled to have her name placed on 
the voters’ list. 

(b) Any woman of other than 
British origin, who was bern off the 
North American continent and 
whose husband is now a British 
subject by birth or naturalization, 
must appear before a judge and 
from him receive a certificate before 
being entitled to have her name 
placed on the voter’s list. 

(c) Any man or any unmarried 
woman who is British born or was 
born on the North American con- 


ation through his or her parents 
may have his or her name placed 
on the voters’ list without a judges’ 
certificate, 

(d) Any man or any unmarri.d 
woman of other than British origin 
and born off the North American 
continent, and who obtained natur- 
alization through his or her parents 
must appear in person before a 
judge for a certificate as stated 
above. 

INDIANS 

Every Indian may vote without a 
judge’s certificate who: 

1 Is not a ordinarily resident on 
an Indian reservation, and 

2 Is a British subject over 21 
years of age, and 

3 Has resided at least one year 
in Canada and two months in the 
Electoral District where he seeks 
to vote, preceding ihe Writ of Elec- 
tion, 

4 Any other Indan, wherever he 
ordinarily resides, who has served 
in the army, navy or air forces of 
Canada in the late war, and who 
produces his certificate of discharge 
to the Registrar to get his name on 
the voters’ list and to the Deputy 
Returning Officer at the time of 
polling. 

No other Indians have the right 
to vote,

The first settler who arrived on the fringe of the region that 
is now known as the Regina Plains, was the late Edward Carss, 
who came west to the Saskatchewan country in 1881 looking 
for a good location for a cattle ranch. He belonged to a well- 
known family of Orillia, Ontario, and had been for a while near 


Oak Lake, in Manitoba. 


The railway had just commenced to push its way across 
the plains to the westward, but the country was as yet practically 
unknown, 


Mr. Carss, accompanied by his brother Alfred, who subse- 
quently practised Jaw at Rapid City, and was for a number of 
years police magistrate at Prince Rupert, was greatly attracted 
by the Qu’Appelle Valley. He and his brother followed its 
wniding course from near Fort Ellice until they arrived at the 
beautiful spot about two miles west of the present site of Lums- 
den, where the valley of the Wascana widens out at its junction 
with the Qu'Appelle. There was splendid store of hay, and 
grass, and water, and the ravines provided ample wood for fuel, 
fencing and shelter. Immediately to the west there was a great 
meadow of natural hay. 


The previous season had been a wet one, and, as Mr. Carss 
told the writer, it seemed to him as if enough fodder could be 
found on these flats to winter all the cattle that might be in the 
country for years to come. 


He fixed his location on a high piece of ground just inside 
the lip of the Wascana valley. The place had apparently been 
a great rendezvous for buffalo; their trails were everywhere and 
the grass had not yet grown in them, although the animals them- 
selves had disappeared. 


During the course of the journey not a day passed, but 
a black tailed deer was to be seen hurrying to the shelter of a 
ravine, and herds of antelope, those graceful spirits of the soli- 
tudes, were running among the buttes. Mr. Carss and_ his 
brother, after taking up the location, returned to Manitoba; 
the following spring Edward Carss, with his wife and family, 
trailed a herd of cattle to the Qu'Appelle Valley. 


The end of steel at that time was at Flat Creek near Bran- 
don, and whilst there looking for help to assist him on his long 
trail to the westward, Mr. Carss fell in with William Jamieson, 
a Scotchman from the Shetland Islands, who, with the wandering 
spirit of his people, was pushing out to the new country. Mr. 
Jamieson joined his fortunes to Mr. Carss and accompanied him 
to the Qu'Appelle. He still survives and Jives in the town of 
Lumsden where he is regarded as the father of the place. 


For many years Mr. Carss carried on a successful cattle 
ranch on his chosen location; his flocks and herds increased and 
multiplied; and he prospered. The place was named Carssdale, 
and a post office was established there. 


There was then no railway running north from Regina and 
each week, summer and winter, Mr. Carss carried the mail to 
and from town. So faithfully did he perform: this service that 
the settlers who gathered at the little ranch house eagerly wait- 
ing for the weekly mail were seldom disappointed. In winter 
the trip was a hard and arduous one. Then the snow lay deep 
on the plains and there was no broken trail. Mr. Carss had a 
fine trotting mare of Hambletonian stock named Maud, and 
when the snow got deep he hitched her to an Indian jumper 
built of ash saplings cut from a nearby ravine,’and thus made 
the trip to and from Regina. Many a day in winter he came 
in with the mail, walking ahead of the mare to break the crust 
so that she might find the going easier, and often he was fol- 
lowed by a trail of coyotes who followed to lick up the blood

J. F. HEFFERNAN 


J. H. Heffernan, who, for a number of years has dispensed 
justice in the city of Regina as police magistrate, like many an- 
other worthy citizen of the west, was a graduate from the North 
West Mounted Police. About a quarter of a century ago he 
was one of the smartest of the troopers of that famous body. 
He advanced to corporal and then to sergeant in charge of 
the town station at Regina. Whilst in the latter position he had 
to deal with many difficult questions and acquitted himself splen- 
didly. Shortly afterwards he was employed in detective work 
and made quite a name for himself as an unraveller of criminal 
mysteries. 
that in his youthful days in England he had been a friend of 
Conan Doyle, the creator of Sherlock Holmes, probably the 
greatest detective of fiction.

Heffernan figured in a very 
A young clerk named Christy, 
who was employed by the English financial firm of Sigmund, 
Neumann & Co., of London, got possession of about $50,000 
worth of bonds. Christy was a young man who had apparently 
fallen into the hands of a professional crook named Crick, who 
had induced him by threats and persuasion to carry out his plan. 
The bonds were kept at the bank and were brought over to 
Neumann & Company's office at stated intervals for the cou- 
pons to be cut. By some means, at one of these coupon clip- 
ping periods, Christy managed to obtain possession of the bonds. 
Knowing that their loss would not be discovered for two months, 
when another coupon clipping was due, he resigned his position 
on account of ill health and with Crick went to the wilds of 
British Columbia. Christy sustained a severe injury to his leg, 
and was forced to return to England for treatment. The loss 
of the bonds was discovered and search was made at once for 
Crick. Mr. Heffernan was on the case. He succeeded in locating 
the brother of Christy at Qu'Appelle and learned from him that 
both Crick and Christy had been there and had departed for 
the Yellowhead Pass on a prospecting expedition. Mr. Heffer- 
nan accordingly went to the mountains and selected Donald as 
a jumping off place. He was quite alone, but engaged as an 
assistant a frequenter of one of the gambling houses of the 
mountain town who affected a semi-clerical appearance. This 
man was known as the Deacon and he proved a valuable assistant 
to the police officer. Heffernan, clad in rough miner's clothes, 
accompanied by the Deacon, both armed with revolvers, started 
out to search for the criminals. At the mouth of one of the 
creeks, they came upon Crick, an arrest was promptly affected, 
and although Crick denied his identity, he was taken to Eng- 
land, where he stood his trial along with Christy. 
both sentenced to several years in jail.

At this stage of his career Heffernan was instrumental in 
solving a number of mysteries which had hitherto baffled the 
authorities. His work was so good in this respect that he was 
advanced to commissioned rank and for a number of years he 
was a member of the staff of depot division in Regina. Some 
years ago he was appointed police magistrate of Regina and 
there is no better incumbent of the bench in all Western Canada. 
He has the inherent sense of justice, so characteristic of the Eng- 
lishman; a remarkable knowledge of law; and his police experi- 
ence with criminals has stood him in good stead; he also has 
a very wide humanity. He is a good citizen of Canada.

Manitoba’s Acreage Lees 

The total crop area in 1920 slightly 
exceeds 6,000,000 acres, but falls short 
of last year's figures by 3,000,000 acres | 
according to official estimates given out 
recently by the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture. Despite decreases 
however, the crop is expected to yield 
a record fihancial return to farmers. 
The total estimated wheat acreage is 
2,705,622 acres, as against 2,880,301 
acres in 1919. Oats acreage increased 
26,687 with a total acreage of 1,873,- 
954. Barley and rye show a decrease, 
while flax shows a notable increase 
there being 89,000 acres more sown 
this year than last. 


Alberta Woman Sentenced To Hang 

Sarah Jackson, who was tried for the 
murder of her husband at Swan River, 
last Christmas, has been found guilty 
by a jury at Edmonton and sentenced 
to be hanged on December 21, next. 
The jury returned with the verdict after 
twenty minutes deliberation. They 
made a strong plea, however, that leni- 
ency be recommended to the Governor 
General at Ottawa. Mrs. Jackson is the 
first woman in the province of Alberta 
to have been found guilty of murder 
and to be sentenced to hang.

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VALUES OF FARM LANDS 


Land in Iowa, where it is very much the same texture aad 
growing capacity as in the heavy clay lands of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, has been selling during the last two or three years 
at prices varying from $400 to $800 per acre in Minnesota. and 
in the two Dakotas the prices for improved farms have varied 
from $250.00 to $500.00 per acre. 


Now Iowa land is not one bit better than the lands, say for 
example, on the Regina Plains or the Indian Head district of 
Saskatchewan, or in certain sections of Southern Alberta. In- 
deed it is very similar. Of course these States have been longer 
settled than the northwest of Canada, bu that does not altogether 
account for the difference ir values of farm lands. Agricultural 
experts say that the reason Americans get better prices for their 
farm lands in the regions in question is that they can grow corn 
and we cannot. This is very likely the answer. There is, how- 
ever, very little doubt that in time we will be able to acclimatize 
the corn which will mature in our comparatively short season; 
but in the meantime agricultural experts have been busying them- 
selves about finding a substitute for that cereal. 


They seem to have been successful and it looks as though 
the common ordinary, everyday sunflower, which we used to 
regard as more or less of a weed is going to fill the bill. {t is 
admirably suited to our conditions and yields tremendously. 
On the C.P.R. Experimental Farm at Strathmore, a twenty-five 
acre patch produced from 25 to 30 tons of ensilage fodder. It 
will take the best of Iowa fields some growing to obtain this even 
with corn. It also has another value. Sunflowers may be culti- 
vated in the place of summer fallow on heavier lands and its 
cultivation becomes universal, it will do away with the uneco- 
nomic summerfallow system and the consequent blowing of the 
soil with all its disabilities. The coming of summerfallow mark- 
ed an epoch in the agricultural development of the west. Sum- 
merfallow saved the country once but it now bids fair to-ruin it. 
We are inclined to think that sunflower cultivation is going to 


mark another epoch in the agricultural development of the 
prairie country.

At least one of them has confessed and there is no doubt of the 
guilt of several of them. 


America is a great votary of a special sport, but where men 
are making their entire livelihood by playing baseball or other 
games there is sure to be a certain amount of veniality. Party 
sport and professionalism as it is known on this side of the world 
is wrong and does more to debase splendid manly games than 
all the other influences put together. A man's value. particu- 
larly to a baseball team is based upon his ability to win games 
and the consequence is that he will play, not for the sake of the 
game, but for the sake of winning and will very often resort to 
all sorts of devious methods to achieve his purpose. If he is 
known as the member of a losing team his market value goes 
down. It is to be hoped that the present disclosures may give 
an impetus to real sport and discourage professionalism.
